which confronts tho International 
Plebiscite Commission is the strike 
of I pper Silesian judges ami court 
officials who resent what they term 
the commission's unauthorized in- 
ie-! ore nee with the Herman judic- 
’*a:v 
All the con yrs of I pper Sil­ 
esia are officered by Germans. 
I he strike grew out of the com­ 
mission’s decree granting amnesty 
to political prisoners. 
Sitting en 
banc, five Lpper Silesian judges 
declared the decree unconstitution­ 
al. 
Judge Heidenheim, president 
of the court, was ordered to leave 
the district the day after the de­ 
cision was handed down. 
Another 
ju d g e , accused by the commission 
of negligence in the prosecution of 
a German policeman who killed a 
Polish workman and of refusing to 
supply the commission( with infor­ 
mation regarding the case, also was 
deported. 
Having gone on strike in protest, 
the ju d g e s sent an ultimatum to 
the commission demanding satis­ 
faction for the treatment of the de­ 
ported judges and declaring that 
the judiciary would not tolerate 
further interference from the com­ 
mission. 
The italian members of 
the commission are trying to adjust 
the trouble. 
Accroding to the Treaty of Ver­ 
sailles, the commission is given all 
the powers that were exercised in 
I .•pper Silesia by the German or 
Prussian governments with the ex­ 
ception of those powers having to 
do with the making of laws and 
levying of taxes. 
The striking judges assert that 
the commission is # attempting to 
make laws. One of "the, Dr. Hertel. 
of Oppeln, told the correspondent 
that the judges did not oppose tile 
commission’s amnesty decree nro- 
vided it was applied only to cases 
already disposed of or those await­ 
ing trial.
